Reject every 


can that does not have the name of the 
manufacturers or firm upon it, as well as 
the company or town where manufactured. 
Standards have all this. 
When the whole- 


sale dealer is ashamed to have his name on 
the goods, fight shy of him. Press up the 
bottom of the can. 
If decomposition is set 


iu, the can will rattle the same as the bottom 
ol the oiler of your sewing machine will do. 
If the goods are sound, it will be solid, and 
there will be no rattle in the tin. 
Reject 


every tin that shows any feign of rust, around 
the cap oil the. inside of the head of the can. 
If housekeepers, are educated on these 
points, then the muriate of zinc amalgam 
will become a thing of the past." 


—The extent of past depression appears 


in the lowest average every known of all 
prices April 1, though but slightly lower 
than February 21. Since that date iron has 
advanced 1.4 per cent., cotton has not 
changed, while goods have declined 5.5, 
wool has fallen 7.5, and goods 1,3, hides 
have dropped 12.7, leather 2.5, and boots 
and shoes 3.9, while most farm products are 
lower. 
Such periods of extreme low prices 


often encourage buying. 
The domestic trade 


shown by clearings was in March 1.9 per 
cent, more than last year, and 10.0 per cent, 
larger than iu 1894, but 24.0 per cent, less 
than in 1893.

COLORADO CLIMATE. 


Coi.oiuuo SPIUMIS, March 5, 1S90. 


Ever since we have been here I have beon 


frying to figure out the climate, and of all 
the pesky, delusive anil contradictory tilings 
1 ever saw, the Colorado climate is the worst 
to describe. 
1 bought a thermometer the 


first thing as an aid to observalious, but 
boon found it as useless as a dude for all 
practical purposes. 
How can any one de- 


i-criue. the temperature, 
1 should like to 


kuow, where the mercury will register at 
the same moment 00 in the shade, 70 in 
one's room with steam turned oil and win- 
dows open, and 90 iu the sun, as J have 
found it do, or where the mercury will show 


G at 8 iu the morning, 50 at noon, and 2'2 at 
bundown, as 1 have found? 
The other day 


we rode up a gulch until stopped by a wa- 
terfall about fifteen or twenty feet high, and 
four feet or so wide, frozen iu one solid 
icicle as hard as the rock over which it 
hung. 
Fifty feet or so below the fall tho 


gulch widened out, and there iu the bright 
sun we sat on the rocks and ate our lunch 
with wraps thrown off and coats thrown 
open, while the dog stretched out unuer tho 
shadow of a rock with his sides pumping 
and his tongue hanging out. 
Js such a day 


warm or cool? 


Will I be accused of romancing just a lit- 


tle when I Bay that with the thermometer 
on the wall reading 00 we sit and read and 
write in comfort, and when it reaches 70 
we shake ourselves and say to each other, 
''Gracious! I'm roasting—can't we get this 
room a little cooler?" 
Yet this is the cold 


fact—or the warm fact, whichever it may 
bo. 
The best 1 can do is to give the totals 


from my notes on the subject. 1 should jay 
first that the observations cover only what 
climatoligists call the invalids' day, that is 
from about nine o'clock in the morning un- 
til the sun drops behind the mountains. 
Partly cloudy means here, in nine cases out 
of ten, a day that is clear iu the morning 
and clouds up in the afternoon, or vice 
versa, the former being the more frequent, 
aud 1 have also included a very few days 
when light drifting clouds swept over the 
sun nearly all the time. 
This is rare, how- 


ever. 
As a rule it is either decidedly 


cloudy, or the sky presents a solid field of 
uniform unbroken blue. 
By wind I mean 


enough to raise the dust and make exposure 
to the direct 
breeze very disagreeable, as 


the "Colorado zephyrs" that pick up the 
street in apparently solid chunks, and de- 
posit sections of one end of the city clear at 
the other end. 
As to temperature, I have 


classified it into "no overcoat" and ''light 
overcoat," not having found a heavy over- 
coat necessary at all except at night or for 
driving, and I have not had my ul&ter on a 
dozen times in all, even then. 
Bearing in 


mind then that we have had several gales 
and a few light snows at night which are 
not included,and that it freezes every night, 
my observations up to March 1st are as fol- 
ows : 


Out of 104 days 70 have been clear and 


bright, 7 cloudy, 
ID 
partly cloudy, 5 


stormy (snow) during a part, of the day, 
and three stormy all day ; 03 have beon "jio 
overcoat" days and 41 "light overcoat; 15 
days have been windy par! of the day and 
7 windy all day. 
There have been but 9 


days when an invalid would have been 
obliged to remain housed all day, aud when 
1 say invalid I mean to include a person 
just able to crawl about and no more. 
1 


have stayed in but two days. 
Yet with all 


this and notwithstanding the fact that on a 
bright sunny day when there is no wind, 
ordinary winter clothing becomes some- 
what of a burden, the climate cannot be 
classed as at all warm. 
It is a cold climate 


with most remarkable warm spots in it, and 
is the most phenomenal condition of flat 
contradictions existing side by side that can 
be imagined. 
Everyone's own feelings and 


ideas on the subject are contradictory. 
J 


have a very positive dislike to cold, and as 
a matter of choice I would not select Colo- 
rado as a winter residence. 
I much prefer 


the soft delicious warmth of Florida and the 
attendant roses and mocking birds, and yet 
Florida produces no more perfect days than 
many that we have had here. 
A bright, 


clear day here when there is no wind is 
simply perfection, and such days are not 
rare, though their continuance is not in- 
frequently interrupted 
by keen, cutting 


winds, that when they come from the west 
straight from the summit of Pikes Peak, are 
like the very breath of death. 
If ray ex- 


perience had been confined to the last five 
days of February I should have said that 
here is Elyaium, while if I haa known but 
the first five days of March, I should say 
that it is utterly detestable, for we have had 
anow and clouds and wind ever since Feb- 
ruary closed, and storm here is quite as 
bad as storm anywhere else, and when the 
Colorado Springs weather loses its temper 
it is capable of exhibiting a ferocity that is 
undreamed of when the bright blue sky 
smiles serenely at you. 


People who like winter would find this 


place perfection, while those who do not 
revel in keen, bracing air would, I think, 
all agree with me, that it is about the best 
that winter can give. I might call it "less 
worse" than elsewhere, for the bright sun- 
shine induces cheerfulness and the cold 
never has that horrible, marrow freezing 
quality that damper climates possess. 
Sun- 


down fonnd me one day at the head of 
South Canor of Cheyenne. 
Instantly the 


cold closed down upon me with a heavy, re- 
frigerator feeling, and mounting my wheel 
I rode as fast as I dared down the winding 
road, and once out of the canon put on all 
the speed I was capable of in a futile at- 
tempt to get warm by exercise. 
I felt as if 


icebergs were pursuing me and never made 
seven miles iu better time, and though I 
could not get warm at all by the ride, I was 
perfectly comfortable in fifteen minutes af- 
ter reaching the hotel. 
At home I would 


have been chilled through. 
The serious 


drawback to the climate is the wind, not 
because it is cold, but because high wind 
means sandstorm. 
I thought a storm at 


sea, when the giant billows come aboard, 
and it seems as if the ship really must go 
all the way over on the next roll, gave one a 
pretty clear idea of what the wind can do 
but the gales that come hurling over the 
plains really seem able to twist the solid 
earth out of shape, and when the sand Hies 
along as thick as a fog, locomotion becomes 
impossible, and in sober truth, if gales 
were frequent a large part of the .West 
would be uninhabitable. 


Climate, however, comprises more than 


temperature, and as everybody knows, the 
great characteristics of this climate are the 
^•-•y^ess an^those peculiar conditions due 
to the altitude. 
Dow dry it is will perhaps 


best lie appreciated by (he reader front the 
8tu tenient that the average annual rainfall 
here is 14 inches, vhile that of Philadel- 
phia i& 41 inches, to which must bo added 
the fact (hat while the rain at home is fairly 
well distributed throughout the year, here 
by far the greater part fulls in sudden vio- 
lent showers during June, July and August, 
and while our winds bring moisture laden 
air from the Atlantic across New Jersey or 
up tlie Delaware valley, here there is no 
considerable body of water within a thou- 
sand miles, for even great Salt Lake about 
half xhal distance away, cuts very little fig- 
ure as to size, and while Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey combined present a water sur- 
face of about 000 square miles againat62,400 
miles of land surface, Colorado has but 280 
square miles of water against 103,000 miles 
of land, or in round numbers, about half as 
much water to twice as much land, while if 
we could compare the water of the two lo- 
calities \olunie for volume instead of sur- 
face for surface, the difference would be far 
greater, for ] doubt if there is a stream iu 
Colorado that a man cannot wade over, and 
all the water in the state could uo doubt be 
run through the channel of the Delaware 
without making much of a freshet. 
Up to 


March 1st the snowfall all told has been 
about four inches, aud as precipitation in 
snow is counted at one-tenth of the depth, 
that is, ten inches of snow equals one inch 
of rain, it will be seen that only little mois- 
ture has dropped down upon us. 


Owing to the combined effects, probably, 


of drynebs, altitude and electricity, the air, 
whether warm or cold, has a very decided 
invigorating quality. It feels good to breathe. 
The large amount of electricity is very no- 
ticeable. 
It is always present, though not 


constant in quantity. 
What relation it has 


to tempeiature arid moisture cannot even be 
guessed at by general observation. I caii- 
noi say whether the amount is greater on a 
warm or a cold day, or on a clear or stormy 
one. 
Tlie other one and the boy are both 


more electrical than 1 am and their fingers 
shoot blue sparks with sharp little cracking 
reports, upon touching iron at any time, 
and I can readily do the same atter rubbing 
my feet a little on the carpet, a thing that I 
have never been able to do at home, though 
1 have often tried it. 


Just what the effect of altitude is upon 


the system, aside from what may be called 
tho mechanical effect of expansion upon tho 
lungs and the consequent increased action 
of the heart, is, I suppose, entirely un- 
known. 
Dryucss and altitude are the try- 


ing and at the same time beneficial condi- 
tions of this contradictory climate. 
They 


are supposed to be the desirable conditions 
for diseased lungs and the undesirable con- 
ditions for those who find by experiment 
that they cannot live here. 
The dryness is 


supposed to be the condition that induces 
unbearable 
nervousness in many cases, 


while unfavorable effects upon the heart is 
attributed to the altitude alone. 
Electricity 


cues no figure at all in the guesses and ex- 
planations of the doctors beyond the gen- 
eral statement that the effect of it is sup- 
posed to be tonic in some unknown way. 
In fact the whole subject of the effect of the 
climate upon the human system is confes- 
sedly a mere matter of experiment in indi- 
vidual cases. 
Where disease of the lungs 


has not progressed too far the experiment 
is frequently, perhaps generally successful, 
and this satisfies mo&t of the busy doctors. 
Perhaps as knowledge advances the just 
how and the exactly why will be discovered.

The horse halted 
swerved to the right and turned back, bu 
tho rider kept his seat without flinching 
Tho other troopers vrent on, carried th 
earthwork by storm, rode at full gallof 
aftor the retreating force and oonvortet 
defeat into rout. 


Tho dead troopor meanwhile was return 


ing with white face, and with tho blood 
screaming from his wound. 
Under hie 


nerveless hand tho horse received noithoi 
cheek nor leading and made its own waj 
toward tho infantry, who were now ad 
vanoing rapidly. 
As the smoke lifted the 


soldiers saw tho solitary rider coming 
with one hand In a doAh grip upon tin 
saddle, while tho other still hold the swore 
rigidly olaspod. 


galloping horse, with the dead cavalryman 
still mounted and looking grim and fierce 
It was not until tho rider had gone BO 
yards from the spot where ho had boon 
killed that he rolled off tho horse. 


A similar story is told of Captain Nolan,

ing. Pinston had a large family, but when 
the officers wont to arrest him they were 
told that ho had loft hoAe the night be- 
fore, going toward tho mountains. 
His 


family did not become alarmed for some 
time, thinking that he would return. 
Failing to hear from him, they succeeded 
In getting tho indictment sot aside, but 
still nothing could bo heard of him. 
He 


was finally given up as dead and his widow 
married. 


Last week, while hunting on Carr's 


fork near Its month, some men saw 
smoke coming from under a large rook on 
the side of a steep mountain and a place 
BO difficult of access that no ono ever ven- 
tured to it. 
They started in search of the 


Bpot from where the smoko was issuing 
and with some difficulty reached tho place. 


They wore horrified at what they saw. 


Lying wrapped in skins near a fire was an 
old man who had apparently been dead 
not more than 24 hours. 
Under the rook 


ho had dug away the earth and with sticks 
and stones had built him a warm and 
commodious little room. 
The Iloor was 


laid with skins of sheep, hogs and cattle. 
Tho walls wore also lined inside with 
sheepskins and a cot made of logs and 
skins was on one side. 
Near the opening 


was a fireplace in which there was still 
some wood burning. 
' 


He had no oookiug utensils, no gun and 


no axe, and it was a mystery how ho had 
managed to kill the animals. 
Upon in- 


vestigation it was found that there was a 
narrow path winding around the side of 
the mountain and at a point near Pin- 
Bton's little houso the path bordered on a 
precipice and 50 feet below wore a lot of 
broken stone. 
It is supposed that Pins- 


ton would either stand in a crevice in the 
rook and knock the animals from the path 
on to the stones below with a large stick or 
that he would climb up tho side of tho 
mountain some 30 feet and rolldown largo 
stones on his prey when the opportunity 
presented itself. 


Tho hair of the man hung over his 


shoulders and was almost perfectly white, 
while his beard was also very long and 
gray. It was with difficulty that Pinston 
was identified — Cincinnati Tribune.

No direct confirmation of tho story of 


the formation of the American steel pool 
could be obtained in Now York, and many 
persons prominently identified with the 
iron and steel business wore inclined to 
regard the story as largely imaginative, 
in spite of the fact that tho price of stool 
billets at Pittsburg has been raised to 836 
a ton, an increase of $3. Whether that 
action was the result of a combination of 
steel and iron manufacturers is not known 
—Pittsbarg Dispatch.

What Manager Swank Soya. 


James M. Swank, general manager of 


the American Iron and Steel association 
said tho other day: 


"Tho numerous financial failures among 


iron and steel manufacturers in the last 
three years prove that the prices of iron 
and steel, with tho exception of the short 
lived boom of last summer, have been too 
low to be profitable to capital and to in- 
sure good wages to labor. 


"The prices of ooal and coke nnd iron 


ore have also been too low for all con- 
cerned in their production. 
Tho prices of 


ihese raw materials and of the finished 
iroduots derived from them have been 
:ower than ever before known in this coun; 
;ry. Haoently tho prices of raw materials 
lave been materially advancod by a con- 
cert of action among producers and this 
action has made it absolutely necessary 
ihat the manufacturers of iron and steel 
ihould also materially advance the price 
if thoir products. 


"No alternative was loft to them. I 


lave no definite information about a ru- 
mored pooliug arrangement, but any ar- 
angement among manufacturers is jusbi- 
lable that secures a fair reward for capital 
nd labor and does not unfairly advance I 
rices. There is no danger that prices will i 
e thus advanced. Our iron and stool inan- 
if-ioturers have never yet taken undue ad- 
antage of thoir customers. It is not for 
]oir interests to do this aud they will not 
o so now, but they ought not to be ex- 
eoted to continue the ruinous policy of 


giving their products away and thus invit- 
ing additional financial disaster for them- 
selves and others. 


"Better prices for iron and steel will 


bring better times for everybody.11
